PirriBURO, Ang. 14.— Injunctions by 
the court have pnt a stop to msrohe* by 
the striking minerfl against the New 
York and Cleveland Gas Coal company 
for A time at least. Bat in the execn- 
tion of tht injunctions the sheriff and 
bii AepatiM narrowly woaped precipi- 
tating •erions trouble. As it was the 
first blood of the strike was shed. Henry 
Stewart, one of the BherifT's deputies, 
struck Jacob Mott, a drummer of the 
McDonald band, 'with the edge of a 
brass horn, and cut a severe gash abore 
his eye. 

Sheriff Lowry met and stopped a 
band of 1,000 marching miners. He 
read to them the injunction and ordered 
the strikers to return to their camp. 
The men paid no attention to the or- 
der for a time and the dram oorps at- 
tempted to lead the marchers past the 
sheriff and his deputies. The deputies 
doted up and moved forward, headed 
bjr the sheriff, and the opposing forces 
came together. There was a lively 
scuffle, during which Mott was hurt. 
Blood flowed in a stream from the gash. 

The sight of the blood wrought up 
the 1,000 idle miners to such a pitch 
that a desperate conlliot was imminent. 
The deputies also were excited and 
noisy. The striken were Jeering and 
jtiOmg and urging a further rush down 
tba road. In that crowd there were 
enough angry strikers to annihilate 
four times the force of ofiScers on the 
ground. Captain Bellingham, Sheriff 
LowiTi Chief Deputy James Richards 
and Superintendent Dearmit were the 
cool men in the assemblage. To them 
and Captain BelUnghaih belongi the 
credit of avoiding a riot. When Bel- 
lingham saw there was danger of his 
men getting beyond his control he 
commanded a halt and addressed him- 
self to the task of restraining the more 
toelUgerent. So well were his efforts 
directed that he soon had restored com- 
pMStiTe order. 

Sheriff Lowry had a difficult task to 
perform, but he handled it well, and br 
his coolness and good nature did much 
to neutralize the bitterness and strife 
invited by the beha«iorof his subor- 
dinate. The strikers finally retired 
and marched back to their camp. 

There were several other brushes with 
the deputies, but no actual coUision. 

After the miners returned to camp 
the officers held a conference with their 
attorney and he advised them to quit 
marching until the court had hoard the 
argunn'ut next Monday on the bill of 
equity brought by the New York and 
C.evfland (jas Coal company, a.s it 
might injure their case if they were 
brought vp for oontampt Mora the 
court. 

President Dolan then ifsued ordors 
that nu niarche.s should bn niade on any 
of the mines of the New York and 
Cleveland Gas Coal company until fur- 
ther (irders, althougli march*..'* may be 
madu ag.'iinst otlier place.-*. In place of 
the marching ma^siiieetings will bo 
held and speeches made as a means of 
keeping miners of the company from 
going to work. 

The sheritl dot .s nt>t tliink tInTe will 
be any trouble at any ( f tlie mines of 
the New York and Cleveland company, 
and is fully convinced tJie miners will 
do the right thing. He is now confi- 
dent that he can handle the strikers, 
and if the injunctions of the Allegheny 
county courts are made final, they will 
obey the order. He has given strict or- 
ders, however, not to permit any 
marching and to enforce the law, even 
if compelled to arrest all the leaders in 
the moremant. 

Crisiit Expe«it«d. 
Wheeling, Aug. 14.— The striking 
miners of eastern Ohio, who have 
passed about the mouth of the Liit°8hlin 
mill bank in Martin's Ferry, are deter 
mined to bring out the mill miners. 
Their forces are being augmented'every 

Kiur and a crisis is expected in the near 
ture. The strikers will not be arrest- 
ed unless they interfere with the work- 
ing mill miners, or invade the mill 
property. 

Mlaert Oecld* to Retara to Work. 

Bedford, Ind., Aug. 14.— The miners 
of the Bedford Coal Mining company 

and the Dillman mines, who have been 
idle since last Saturday, have signified 
their intention of returning to work 
next Monday. They had let n induced 
to quit work by the Washington miners 
much against tlieir own will, a.s they 
are getting all they a^^k fur their labor 
and HMdy work. 

No Attention to the slirrilTs Order*. 

OOPFKKN, Ills.. Aug. 14.— Bradley's 
army of striking miners still threaten 
the town. No attention was paid to 
the sheriff's proclamation ordering the 
itrikan to leave the oooat^, and the 
men are aa defi ant as eve r.

R. O. Dun a Company'* Weekly Trade 
Report. 

New York, Aug. 14.— B. O. Dun & 
Company's waeitl j rtiiaw of trade says : 

Every city reporting this week notea in* 
crease in trade and nearly all bright 

crop prospects. Tha great change in 
business is emphasized by the presence 
of a multitude of buyers from all parts 
of the country, by their statements of 
the situation at their homai, and more 
fordablyyet by tha heavy puohaaes 
theyara makliu|. Bnl tha oastomary 
signs of prospenty are not hM)kinf. The 
strong rise in atocka, tha growth of 
bank clearings and lailroad earning, 
the heavy speculation in many prod- 
ucts, but most of all in wheat, have 
made the week one of surpassing Inter- 
rsteveuto those who best ramember 
thu upward rush in 1879. 

At the principal clearinghouses 
throughout the country payments in 
July were for the first ttme slightly 
larger than in 1892, and 11 per cent 
larger than last year ; in the first week 
of August 7.7 per cent larger than in 
1893 and 28.4 per cent larger than last 
year, and in the second week of August 
they are 17.9 per cent larger than in 
18U^ and 38.1 per cent larger than last 
year. 

The great crops and the haste of for- 
eigners to buy and ship wheat in view 
of sliortasfo else'>vhere, have made the 
week niomoruble. Taking of profits by 
a pool lowered the price H cents on Sat- 
urday, but It has since ripen .5 cents. 

Western receipts, shjw in July, havo 
in two weeks been 7,3!»7,(1."{ bushels, 
against O.lti.Mi last year, and Atlan- 
tic exports, flour included, liave b, en in 
the same two weeks tt,114,u3l bi-.Bliels. 
against 3,8S4,.^13 last year. 

Even the demand for corn, by greatly 
exceeding last year's, shows that for- 
eign anxieties aro serious, foi o.-'iiO,!;}.") 
bushels have been exported in two 
weeks from Atlantic ports, against 
•J,, 5 14. 4 ','8 last year. The price has ad- 
vanced 1 1-i cents, notwithstanding 
enormous stocks being brought over. 

The urgency of French buying of 
wheat, reports that Russia will stop ex- 
ports in order to keep supplies for itself, 
and continued shipments from the Pa- 
oific to countries usually having a sur- 
plus, make even the largest estimates 
of a probable supplies not too great for 
the pOb.sible demand. 

In all the great industries a large de- 
mand for product.* appears with strong 
speculation in materials and intermedi- 
ate products. In tho iiou and steel 
branch, starting of many worsts after 
settlement vt wages keeps prices low, 
and even depresses some, but the fact 
that the demand is growing leads to 
heavy purchases of iron ore, 200,000 tons 
at Cleveland in a week, and of billets 
40,000 tons, while concessions recently 
reported iu pig iron have ceast d. The 
output of furnaces Aug. l was 105,578 
tons, against 164.004 July i. and de- 
crease in known stocks unsold indicates 
a oonsainption for two montlis past av- 
eraginc: 181. o0 < tons weekly, which is 
more th.ui in the same months of 1892, 
thoa;.h below the lU'reatlv increased ca- 
pacity of works now. Sales of tin are 
moderate, of copper to American con- 
sumers large, it is said at 1 1 cents lor 
lake, and of lead at 8.72 1-2 with specu- 
lative realizing, but heavy sales of tin 
plates are bringing slightly better 
prices. 

All textile iadnstries are encouraged 
by a greatly improved and really large 
demand for goods, which cansea many 
to advance iu price. With prodution 
much curtailed, stocks of cotton goods 
8 re rapidly decreasing and in woolens 
a(^ances have been made in Clay 
worsted and mixtures, flannels and 
Middlasex suitinn. SpaonhMon in 
wool oontinuaa with prioea about 1 oent 
higher, bat aalea of iS.499,800 poonds 
in two waaka show tha willingaess of 
some holders to realise.. 

Failures for tha week hava been 389 
in the United Stataa. i«ataMt 9t% hut 
year, and 80 in Canada, against 86 last 
year. _

Tho track between Nogales and 
Encinas, a disfanco of iti mnes, is al- 
most entirely gone. 

There was a cloudburst above this 
city which filled the stream that flows 
through the place and flooded the 
greater part of Nogales. The three 
bridges were wa«^ea away. Several 
houses in Ariapo street were washed 
away and a number af Mexican families 
are homeless. The residence of Arilo 
Ramirez, the mayor, was d -stroyed.

Plenty of Gold In Alaska, but It 
la Hard to Gat.

New York, Aug. 14.— The Ilt rald 
says: Confirmation of stories of vast 
wealth of the Klondike district in Alas- 
ka comes from a prospector now in this 
city who haa ma<u two trips to the new 
Eldorado. He is Henry Henderson, 3S 
years old. a native of Picton county, 
Nova Fcotia, who took out his natural- 
ization papers in this county 10 years 
ago. To him the credit of the discov- 
ery of the wonderful deposits of gold 
in tha Klondika la to a oertain extant 
due. 

He told his brother Robert, who was 
a miner in Colorado, of the wealth of 
the district and gave him |iOO to pay for 
his outfit to the Alaskan fields. Robert 
established a claim on Gold Bottom 
creek, which yielded |10,(XX) in coarse 
gold in two weeks. 

When the Ist of Cctobor shall have 
rolled around a little steamer will leave 
for Dyea inlet with loo piT:,ii(( tors, 
mining engineers and e.\ppris and ai- 
sayers. witli Henry Heiid. r.-on in charge. 
W^ith him will be also hi.!! niece. Miss 
Maud Henderson of >'ova Scot. a. She 
is a pretty girl of 17 years, a house- 
keeper and ruf-'^'cd i nun.Lli to stund th« 
seventy of tlie wcatlu r and tlu^ hard- 
ships of the trip. Slie will preside over 
her uncle s houBeliold in tlie pold re- 
gion. 

Mr. Henders'on i.s H feet 4 inclie.< liif:h 
with a frame as sturdy as ih.it of an o\. 
He has bet ii a nuner fur IT) year-i. Tho 
cliiiiaro of Alaska has no terrors for 
him, for he made what he cail"d thfl 
"dead winter" outward trip frmn th^ 
Klondike, and crossed the Chilcoot pass 
witli tho thornionii fcr <>') degrees below 
zero. He has establi.-;lied a claim of 
,")()o feet near that of his br(,tlier on 
(iold Bottom creek, but has not worked 
it yet. as he waa Obliged to return to 

Nova Scotia. 

Mr. Henderson's advice to inexperi- 
enced men wlio aro thinkinyr of start- 
ing out now for the gold fields is 
"don't." Altlionf,'li he believes thn 
stories of hardships havo been exai-'frer- 
ated, he says the land is in no condi- 
tion to be worked until the frost has 
left, and the journey over tho Chilcoot 
pass is fraught with danger in the 
snowdrifts. In the late spring and 
summer, ho says, the trip over the pass 
has no more perils than a walk on 
Broadway 

Mr. Henderson made his first journey 
to the Yukon river in the spring of 
IRl'ii, covering 700 miles in ^' days He 
says he could now make the journey in 
'M days. Ho left the district the day 
after Christmas of the same year, with 
two companions and an Indian to break 
the trail and attend to the nine dogs, 
which drew the two sleighs. After 5'{ 
days of cold of a degree almost beyond 
human endurance, snowstorms, ex- 
haustion and hunger, the little band 
reached Dyea inlet. At one time they 
became so benumbed that they had to 
abandon |15,000 in gold dust on the side 
of Chilcoot pass, pushing on with a few 
pounds of bacon and dour. They found 
refuge at a tradhig poet and one of the 
party put back for the dust. For two 
days and three nights the men were 
obliged to huddle between the sleighs 
with a canvas covering them. 

Mr. Henderson returned to the gold 
district in March, 1895, mining in the 
vicinity of the Stewart, Lewes and 
8ixty Mile rivers. Pushing further in 
the heart of tho Klondike district, ha 
mot his brother, who was established 
on Gold Bottom creek. After Mr. Hen- 
derson had staked out a claim of SUJ 
fret on the creek, he left it in charge of 
his brother and went to visit his family 
in Nova Scotia. 



BLOCKADE 18 C ONFIRMED. 

OoM Pvoapaators A^a aoUlngr Thair Out- 
flta and Returning. 
Aptohia, Or , Aug 14 —The Oregon 
Railway and Navigation oomp.my's 
steamer George W. Elder has arrived 
here from Dyea. The Elder left Dyea 
the 9th inst. She oooflrms previous re- 
ports that both the White and Chilcoot 
passes are blockaded The route from 
Skav'iiay and White pass is more level 
and easier traveling, though i5 miles 
further. But th^ pro.spcctors is landed 
on Lake Bennett, the second lake above 
Linderman, where travelers by the 
Chilcoot pass are landed. Be-sides, there 
is plenty of timber on Bennett lake to 
build boata, while there ia none on Lin- 
derman. 

uRicers of the Elder say that not one- 
half of the people will get over the 
mountains this winter. Many are sell- 
ing their outfits and returning. Let- 
ters from parties who went up on the 
Elder advise their fnenda not to go this 
fall aa they can not gat through. 

GOLD FI VIR ABATING. 

Dlsaonretlnr Report* From Dyea Are 
Having Their EflTeota. 

San Fraxoi.soo, Aug 14.— Daring 
the past week the Klondike fever has 
abated somewhat in this city, owing 
probably to tha disoonraging reports re- 
ceived from Dyea. The are plenty of 
people who announce their intention of 
trying the Chilcoot route in the spring 
and of those who are anxious to go at 
once a large proportion seem disposed 
to travel by St^Miohaala aadnp the 
Yukon. • 



TOWN SAC KED AND BURNED. 

IpanUh Troop* SiirprUeil While Droak 
and the Officer* at a Ball. 

Ket Wist, Aug. 14.— An important 
eragagemeut took place near Cudonaz, 

Matanzas province. Tho Spaniards were 
badly defeated with very heavy loss. 
General Molina was killed. The fight 
lasted several hours and General Wey- 
ler was obliged to retreat from Agua- 
;ate to Jaruco. The insurgents are 
waiting outside of tha town to ace if 
they can attack his forces. The people 
of Havana fear the dangers of the situ- 
ation of WeyU r Nearly all the Cuban 
forces of Havana province are conceu- 
trated near Jaruco. 

Ntar Uibira, Santiago de Cuba prov- 
ince, the town of Rosalia was attacked. 
The insurgents entered the town with- 
out resistance, finding many Spanish 
soldiers drunk in the street and most of 
the officers at a ball. One captain was 
killed, three lieutenants and aO Foldiers 
wounded. Twenty-five guerrillas who 
came to the aid of the Spanish were 
machetted. After sacking the town it 
was burned and only three houses were 
left. 

Weyler has ordered all stores at Es- 
peranza not to sell goods, but to close 
their doors. The people are dying of 
hunger and the sick can not buy drugs 
Weyler wants them punished because 
the insurgents entered the town and the 
people made no resistance. 

Hnoied \%'ttliuiit a Trial. 
JacksonviLl::, Fla., Au;r. 14.— A spe- 
cial to The Citizen from Key West with 
late Havana advices states that a Span- 
ish spy, Miguel Resta, was hanged 
without trial by Baldomero Acosta, a 
prominent Cuban leader. Besta had 
been employed by Weyler to visit 
Aco tas' camp and assassinate him. 
News of his mission prectdid him.< 
however, and on reaching tlie camp his 
execatioii was ordered, iiesta h;id a 
bloody record as a profi ssional spy an 1 
having been instrumental in t^endin;; 
many Cubans to prison and death. 

CANOVAS' FUNERAL. 

Rolenin Ceremony In Madrid Over the 
Dead Preiiilar*s Ramalns. 

Madrid, Atig. 14.— The funeral of 

Senor Canovas del Castillo yesterday 

was a most touching and solemn cere- 
mony. All the troops of tho garrison 
lined the route along which the cortege 
moved, the fiags were lowered, and thr> 
public bnildingB. embassies, consulates 
and clubs were heavily draped with 
crepe. More than a thousand wreaths 
were deposited in the death chamber. 

A Kalvo of artillery .mnounced the 
starting of the funeral jirocession, 
which moved hlowly through an enor- 
mous crowd, in which all heads were 
bare and many eyes were weeping. 
Tile military honors were those due a 
commander of a fortress dying in his 
command The procession occupied two 
and one- half hours iu passing a given 
point 

All the shops in the city were closed 
and a very large proportion of the popu- 
loce that thronged the streets appeared 
in mourning garb. The I'litire garrison 
marched past the cottin and the service 
lasted from 4 until 7 :30 p.m. 

The remains of Senor Canovas were 
interred in the family vault in the St 
Isidore) cemetery, amid salvos of artil- 
lery and tha tolling of all tha bells of 
the city. 

Valnable Hone* Cremated. 

Wafash, Ind., Aug 14.— A§1,000 tirp 
occurred just out of the city limits at 
about :30 yesterday morning, in which 
Cell Dillon, a horse man, lost his barn, 
hay, grain and four valuable horses, 
one of the horses being J. Nio, a finely 
bred stallion, shipped here from Cali- 
fornia two years ago, valued at |3,000 
A match team, valued at |600, was also 
burned. It waa probably tha work of 
an incendiary. The barn and contents 
were insured for $1,400. 

Unknown Man Ullled. 

ScoTTBBtmo, Ind., Aug. 14.— An un- 
known man was run down and instant- 
ly killed by a fast train yesterday on 

the l.altiiiicre and Ohio Southwestern 
railroad, between Holman and Lexing- 
ton, this county. His he.ad was com- 
pletely severed from his body. Noth 
ing was found on his person liy whic h 
he could be idi-ntified. He was about 
60 years old, and did not have tlie ap- 
pearance of a tramp. It is thought he 
committed suicide. 

inMUia Man Attempt* to Kill Hi* Wife. 

LOGAKBPOBT, Ind., Aug. 14.— Nathan- 
iel Kale, a contractor, bacama violently 

insane last night and attempted to kill 
his wife with an Indian club. She suc- 
ceeded in escaping after a desperate 
struggle.

CLEWS TO A DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 



Excitement Unabated In the .Iwfiil I>et- 
rick Mardar Mear Uellrfontaina - Ilae- 
ordof Crimes la OhIo-IMal Aaaldant

Bkli.efontai.ve, O , Ang 14 —A 
most startling clma.x tn the tragedy of 
the week came yesterday morning, 
when the almost lifeless body of Lewis 
Deerwester, who was arrested on sus- 
picion of being the murderer of Mr. and 
Mrs. Detrick, and who was snbseciuent- 
ly released, wa.s found lyinj; a. ross the 
grave of his wife in Blue Jacket ceme- 
tery, two miles southwest of town. 

Deerwester's throat had been cut 
from ear to ear. He was unconscious 
when found, but not dead. The sheriff 
was the first person on the grounds and 
took the body in charge, summoning a 
physician. At this time every effort is 
being made to save the man's life or to 
get a dying statement from him. for it 
is believed be knows much of the horri- 
ble butchery of the Detrick family. 

In an account book in Deerwester'a 
pocket was found tha following note : 
August 13, 1897. 
Dear FmlfyDs: You are accusing me 
of a deed I did not do and rather than dis- 
grace my people I will take my life. So 
goodhy to all. dear friends forever. God 
forgive me for this I would rather die 
'h.iri l)e disgraced. I have nvver harmed 
rmlcidy, I have no one to live for; all that 
was dear to me is gone 

Lkwis I)i.i;i:wf.stkh. 
A mnn by the name of 'l iny Ford, a 
frien'l of lJ..erwe- ter. lias bet ii arrested 
on ^u.'picioii. H ■ rp"ms nervous and 
< xciti d an'l says many conflicting 
things. Wh' n defectives seanhed th.T 
hous'j at whi''li Ford had b' en staying 
they found a Vilocd-stained pair of 
trousers, pair of shoes and a h.at. Tin; 
blot (1 spots found on the apparel were 
dry and looked like they were several 
days old. 

It is alleged that Ford, Deerwester 
and the latter's brother, (Jeorpe, were 
seen on th'> niuht of the murder acting 
in a pu^pi. ion:; manner. 

T^^e town never was thrown into such 
sudden e.vcitemcut, and it is feared that 
if the right man is found a mob will bo 
organized in L'nioii township consisting 
of men, women and diildren. to avenge 
in hhort order the black outrage. A 
fcene more terrible than that in Ur- 
bana, a short time ago, is threatened 

In file case of a mob when the ifuilty 
parties are known and a lynching is at- 
tempted. Sherifi' Shaw will use every 
means in his power to quiet them. Gov- 
ernor Bushnell is keeping in constant 
communication with Major Kantzman 
and Colonel Kuort of Kenton.

POM KWANQSOH DEAD. 

ri Miiilaoiil KorMn Pmsm Away mt Bit 

WMblDKton nesidence. 

Washinoton, Aug. 14. — Mr. Pom 
Kwang Sob, president of tho privy 
counoU of Korea and ex-minister to this 
country, died at his residence here at 
8 :S0 o'clock yesterday afternoon of 
acute consumption, aggravated by over- 
extTti.st!. He was 4S years old. Mr. 
Soil httd been iu ix)or health for many 
> jurs and in the past year or two it 
frequently gave rise to serious concern. 
Last autumn, when he was appointed 
10 the head of the king's privy oonnoil, 
a post ranking next to the tlirone of the 
kingdom, he was unable to proceed to 
bis country, owing to his ill health, and 
deferred his departure from time to 
time. 

With the approach of the queen's 
jubilee the kiif appointed him special 
aoiliiisaioneir to lipresent him on that 
deoaaion. Tka Jooniey only aggravated 
hiaooablalaV, homriverk and the aotate 
attaoklMA kaatsaad his dandse was 
broa^Iil on by irfoisnl sasisiaa to viding 
a bioyde laat 8atttda» idfllt: 

The fansral eMtfaaa i^U take pUwe 
at his late reridanoa at 4 o'dook Sunday 
afternoon. Th» a>tad>as of the Koeean 
legation and Maea Bni Wba. second 
sott of the king, who la now in tUs 
country, and many members ot the 
diplomatio eerpa inU. attend. Imme- 
diately after the ceremony the remains 
will be cremated in a local undertaking 
establishment. Tliis is in accordance 
with the last request of the dead states- 
man. Whether or not the ashes will 
then be sent to his mother coantry has 
not yet been decided. 

Despite the fact that he was within 
the hftlf century mark in age, few men 
have had a more varied career than he. 
For a long time he was exiled from 
Korea as a result of thepoUtical trouhh^s 
in that kingdom. He .came to this 
country and settled down in Washing- 
ton. He at one time held a low grade 
positiou in one of the government de- 
partments, then he became a clerk and 
finally was employed in tho United 
States bureau of education as a trans- 
lator. 

Finally a change came in his own 
country and tho ban was removed and 
he was placed in the highest ottioo in 
the gift of thu lining For about half a 
year Mr. 8oh wu.s minister of justice for 
the kingdom. For a short time he also 
held the portfolio of minister of educa- 
tion. Then followed his appointment 
to represent Korea in this country. He 
came here in .Tanuary, 1890, and con- 
tinned in the post till the following 
Juno, when he was relieved by the 
present minister. Mr. Soh led a quiet 
life in Washington, bat gathered about 
him a number of warm friends. He 
leaves a wife ia Kbref.
